penle proposed by the employers,

The dissatisfied workers say their
eontemplated action Is not a strike, but
wore In the nature of a "“lockont.” be-

uso the master bullders will not eon.

r or arbitrate,

All building operations in Philadelphin
will be tied up tightly when the workérs
throw down their tools.

Few Oppose “Walk.oat'"

The carpenters’ union held a meeting
continuing until early this morning at
1800 Spring Garden street when the
motion tn quit work was carried with
only n scattering opposition,

')“_"hlu afternoon representatives of the
men met the employers at 84 Bouth
Sixteonth street,

The new wage scale offered the men
would cut the carpeters from §1.121% an
hour to ninety cents an hour and would
reduce the wages of painters and paper-
hangers from 31 to eighty cents an hour,
The reductions in the éntire wage scale,
covrrin1 all classes of skilled and un-
skilled Inbor averages 24 per cent,

W, T. Allen, seeretary of the United
Brotherhood of Carpenters and Joiners,
said he stated in an advertizement this
week that there was “‘a middle ground'
far workers and employers,

““T'he employers have not even asked
what that middle ground was,'* he con-
tinned, “"so we bave nothing to do but
go out,”"

A letter received from Harry A.
Btone, of the Master Carpenters’ Oo.,
Mr, Allen said, showel plainly that
the employers will not conslder n wage
compromine.

Refuse to Compromise

The letter, nccording to Mr. Allen,
was a8 follows:

“In order that there may be no mis-
understanding, I am instructed to advise
that the conference committes of the
Master Carpenters’ Co., In view of its
tnstructions from the full memborship
of the carpenters’ company, subseguent
to your rejection of the proposal of the
master carpenters’ conference commit-
tee, regarding rates, overtime, termi-
nation of agreement, ete,, is of the
opinion that further conferences may
only be had to advantage with the dis-
tinct understanding that the rate pro-
poxed is not subject to compromise or
adjustment,"’

Gilbert J, Engleson, secretary of the
Brotherhood of Painters, Paperhangers
and Decorators, said the painters work
torty hours a week with Saturdays and
Sundays as holidays.

The workers have been instructed by
the union, he said, to report for work
Monday and if informed  they will be
pald at the new rate they are to refuse
to work,

Men Get Notlces Today

The inters and paperhavgers will
be notified thix afternoon that they
must accept the new wage, according
fo Edward P. Flannery, chairman of
the committee of twenty-three which i
in charge of the situmation for the mas-
ter builders.

Mr. Flanoery said the employes are
mserting in the pay envelopes notices
that the new wage scale will go into
rflect Monday,

The seale as proposed by the master
bullders would expire January 1, 1922,
The workers insist on a retention of the
old wage seale, © They ulso want the
wage agreement to run from May 1 to
May 1 as in previous years.

First Events of Two-Day Carni-
val On This Afternoon on
Franklin Field

GAMES START AT 2 P. M.

The air of expectancy, hustle and
bustle that clung around Frankiin Field
today is seldom discernible except on the
mnrnlns of a fl’elt foothall battle. The
reason for this atmospheric tensensess
was the twenty-seventr annual relay
r-hnmpionshl{:l. conducted by the Uni-
versity of Penosylvania, When the
first of thess games were held in 1805,
shortly after the opening of Franklin
Fleld, there were only a dozen colleges
represented and these had comparatively
fow representatives, Today there were
over ! nthletes on edge nwaiting the
opening gun of the grMt two-day frui
and field meet. The first event began at
2 p. m, and the threatening weather did
not dampen either the contestant's or
the spectators’ enthusiasm,

From a mere local track meet, the
Pennsylvania relays have expunded into
the greatest athletie events in the world,
excluding the Olymple games. It also
is nafe to say that the meet which be-
gan this afternoon and ends at dusk to-
morrow will be the biggest and fnest
track and field clash ever held in the
United States, not even uce&t)!.ul the
Olymple held at Bt, Louis in 1904, The
flower of America’s boundless athletic
flock has been carefully selected and
trained by bundreds of coaches with
the Penpsylvaniu relayn as thelr goal.
Ameriean, colleglate and  world's
records are likely to fall in more than
one event before the spirited carnival
is over. With the best array of talent
from every section of the Unlited Btates
it s not surprising that the experts
belleve athletle history will be made
within the next thirty hours,

The Big Event

With o many champions nnd con-
tenders in the scores of events, it is not
un easy matter to plck out those which
will be most keenly contested, but it is
gafe to say that the one-mile relay
ehamplonship of Ameriea for the Mike
Murphy challenge cup is the one which
{s attracting the greatest publle iunter-
est, This is due first to the fact that
this event iw considered the h‘llnnt by
the conches and consequently will bave
the best fleld in America, and secondly
becansge tne eream of the French run-
ners are entered.

WHLEON DEATHBED

Tears Streim Down Bride's
Cheeks After 3 Transfusions
Fail to Save Thomas Hall

REFUSED TO LEAVE BEDSIDE

Though Thomas Fall, hero of ilu
Fifth Marines, lost hin long fight with
death, he won a bride, and whew he
clowed his eyes in Mt, Binal Hompital
at T:80 o'clock this morning, the girl
he loved when both were workers in
the Pennsgrove powder plant before the
war sat holding his hand.

The two were married yesterdoy aft-
ernoon, and the yogng bhride, soon to
be o widow, refused to leave his side
until the end,

The young hero of Bellean Wood was
only twenty-three years old. He lived
with bhla stepfather, Orville C. Adams,
himself an army weteran and an in-
structor of “‘Devil Dogs'' during the
war, at 1223 Bouth PhlliT streel.

Hall had been a hospital patient in
various institutions since he was gassed
during the war, Thye most famous sur-

»ong in the country had tried to save
fs life, but he was suffering from
some mysterious effect of polson gas
which drained his blood and sapped
his vitality.

Three Blood Transfusions

He died after three blood transfu-
sion operations in which former com-
rades gave a quart each of thelr bloodl
in n finel effort to restore him to
health.

Yesterday afternoon, before the last
trauafusion operation, it was decided
to send for his fiancee, Miss Claribelle
Wallace, twenty-three years old, of HOD
Buck stroct, Millville, N. J. 8he hur-
ried to his bedside., and they decided,
ns the surgeons sald the sick man might
nlot survive the operation, to be mar-
ried,

Hall's stepfather went to City Hall
nnd got a special license, and Father
Joseph V. McCaffrey, of the Church
of the SBaered Heart, Moyamensing ave-
nue and Reed street, performed the
ceremony.

Tears Fill Girl's Eyes

The dying marine was propped up in
bed, and with his sweetheart holding
his hand, trying to amile though her
eyen were filled with tears, the two
were married. He made the responses
in n weak but mudible volee, and the
girl answered with utteradee choked
with tears,

After the wedding the girl walted for
the transfusion operation, which might
mean life for her sweetheart, or might
end suddenly tn death. Though he sur-
vived the operation, the surgeons told
the girl that there was scarcely any
hope for his recovery. She Insisted on
staying with him until the end, 'The
girl was exhausted after he died, and
is now prostrated at the house on
Philip strect.

Francis M, Weld, of Boston, a for-
mer officer in the marine corps under
whom HHall was serving when he was
gassed in France, waus the last to give
his bleod in an effort. to save the ga-
gent's life.  Mr. Weld is connecled
with the frm of McFadden, Sands &
(., 116 Chestout street,

The first operation was performed
April 21, two days after Hall was ad-
mitted to the hospital, suffering from
gnemia. That time Errol White, an
attornew of Moylan, was chosen to
furnish 0 guart of blooa. Mr. White
had served in thy Fifth Marines in
Hall's company, He is a grandson of
Mrs, Caroline Earle White, founder of
the Pennsylvanin Branch of the SBociety
for the Prevention of Cruelty to Ani-
mals,

Three days after that operation, Max

The special objection Johnson lhos
to Blair is that he violated his pri
mary finsteuction in the Chicago na-
tional convention. Johnson earried the
direct primaries in North Carolloa, The
delegates from that state were thus
mstructed for him. Most of them broke
away as soon as possible, but Hlalr
war the worst offender from the stand-
point of Jolhinson, for Blair totally dis-
regarded instructions  and voted for
Harding from the first ballot.

Johnson han been particularly anxious
to raise this direct primaries issue
nnd has threatened to do so ever sinee
his defeat at Chicago. He desires to
have Blair's appointment considered in
open wession 8o that he ean nir his
objectigns to disregarding the results of
direet “primaries before the publie.

Secks to Make Issue Impersonal

e will not confine himself to the
case of Blair. He is bitter about the
way the delegates from Michigan, who
were nlso instructed for him in the

While the eabinet was considering
the question it beenme known that
Great  Britain  and  Italy had not

definitely rejected the German offer as
unecceptable as a bnsis for negotim-
tinnn,

According to Information in usually
well-informed quarters, Becretary
Hunghes still i« hopefu] that negotintions
between the Allles and Germany can
be reopened, It in eaid that even if
u final deciglon (& not reached befors
the French begin to move into addi-
tionnl German territory the exchanges
can continue after that time,

Paris, April 20 —(Ry A. P.)—Prime
Minister Liloyd George, of Great Beit-
nin, wonld consent to the occupation of
the Rohr digtrict of Germany only after
an nitimatum, granting a certain amount
of delay, had been gent to Cermany,
saye the London correspondent of the
Matin. It i« declnred he takes thie at-
titude in order to “‘appease those im=
elined ngainst penalties.’”

Premier Nriand left for London te-
day to attend the meeting of the Su-
preme Allied Council on Saturday. He
will appear before that body with the
support of the French Murlioment, pub-
